obtaining public support for their 
schools, are increasingly con- 
cerned. But no school authorities 
are so agitated as those of Los 
Angeles. It is this vast, far-flung 
sprawling city, plagued by many 
and varied problems, which of- 
fers the most exciting story in 
American public education. 


The city’s school system cov- 
ers an awesome 825 square miles. 


_A few years ago when two air- 


craft collided over the city and 
fell, killing some children at a 
school, panic swept the city. For 


-a time no one knew which school 


was hit. Thousands of mothers 
and fathers jammed _ telephone 
lines and created a traffic crush 
with their cars and taxis as they 
hurried frantically to the school 
attended by their children. 


Two-Way Radio 


That crisis enabled the schools 
to obtain what they long had 
needed for such a huge area — 
two-way radio for the school 
buses, cars of officials, and the 
schools themselves. It is essen- 
tially the system used by police 
departments. This has enabled 
responsible supervisors and au- 


_ thorities to have immediate infor- 


mation of any problem of dis- 
aster, delinquency or race which 
may arise in the almost 1,000 
square miles to be covered. 


The result is that Los Angeles 
has had -no real incidents of vio- 
lence involving any of the several 
racial minorities in the schools. 
The city has absorbed thousands 
of children of Negro families who 
have moved there fror- the South. 
There are also, of course, Mexi- 
can, Japanese, Chinese, and chil- 
dren of other races in L.A. class- 
rooms. The job done in this field 
is phenomenal. 


School attendance increases 


each year in Los Angeles by more 


than 30,000 students. This indi- 
cates a need of roughly 1,000 new 
classrooms annually. There are 
200 school days. This translates 
into the need for five new rooms 
each school day. There are al- 
most three-quarters of a million 
children in Los Angeles schools, 
from kindergarten through jun- 
ior college. The figure is above 
675,000. It grows continually. 


More than 550,000 of these are 
in elementary and _ secondary 
schools. 


Yet, so efficiently have the 
schoo] authorities proceeded that 
out of almost 700,000 pupils, only 
12,000 to 15,000 are on half-day 
sessions, Most cities whose popu- 
lation does not equal Los An- 
geles’ school population have a 
large number of classes meeting 
in churches or in so-called dou- 
ble sessions. 


Enthralling Story 


Nowhere is there stich an en- 
thralling public school story. The 
Los Angeles system operates 
adult classes, and seven junior 
Colleges and is buying land for 
two more. The junior college plan 
is, without question, the only 
answer for the growing urban 
communities. Any city with a 
population of more than 300,000, 
and a projected growth picture, 
should be giving serious consid- 
eration to establishing junior col- 
leges.

Votes Force 
In Katanga

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP). 
The Security Council laid down 
a new mandate Friday night for 


U.N. action against the Congo’s 
secessionist Katanga Province, 
but only after two Soviet vetoes 
had killed U.S. proposals for 
broader U.N, authority. 


The council demanded that all 
secessionist activities in Katanga 
‘cease forthwith’’ and authorized 
acting Secretary-General U Thant 
to use force if necessary to re- 
move the foreign mercenaries 
who are said to be the chief prop 
of the 16-month-old secession. Its 
vote was 9-0 for a resolution in 
those terms introduced by Cey- 
lon, Liberia and the United Arab 
Republic. Britain and France ab- 
stained. 


Immediately afterward, U Thant 
pledged he would do his best to 
carry out fully all resolutions of 
the General Assembly and Secu- 
rity Council—including the one 
just adopted—to restore order in 
the Congo. 


He appealed to U.N. member 
countries, particularly the Afri- 
cans, for more troops to reinforce 
the U.N. Congo force. 


The Soviet Union used its veto 
against U.S. amendments to a 
three-nation resolution to have the 
council deprecate “‘all armed ac- 
tion’’ against the Congolese cen- 
tral government and to authorize 
the secretary-general to help that 
government reorganize and re- 
train its army ‘‘for the tasks 
which confront it.’’ 


These amendments might have 
been interpreted as empower- 
ing the U.N. force in the Congo 
to act against any new rebellion 
by the Congolese leftist, Deputy 


of Kuwait’s ruler.

BERLIN (‘AP)—The top Soviet 
officer in East Berlin, Col. Andrei 
I. Solovyev, came across to West 
Berlin Friday for an hour's talk 
with his American opposite, Maj.

The meeting was at Solovyev's 
request, a U.S. spokesman said. 
He declined to reveal what went 
on, except to say ‘‘matters of 
mutual interest were discussed.’

HARD DECISION 


The explanation: it was a hard 
decision, but post-World War II 
agreements with the Russians do 
not give the United States extra- 
territorial rights on the trains. In 
other words the trains are not a 
bit of American territory like an 
embassy in a foreign country.

Nothing was known of what hap- 
pened to the refugee. ADN, the 
East German news agency, iden- 
tified him as Siegfried Pump of 
Gerwisch, a small town on the 
railroad line west of Berlin. As 
usual, when a refugee gets pub- 
licity, the Communists said he 
was wanted for crime—burglary, 
in this case. 


Apparently he broke a window 
and climbed aboard when the train 
made a stop at Gerwisch.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—Bones 
and teeth found in a shallow jun- 


gle grave on Saipan were being 
flown to San Francisco Friday to 
ascertain whether they may be 
those of Amelia Earhart and her 
navigator, Fred Noonan. 


Miss Earhart, called ‘Lady 
Lindy’’ for her daring flights, and 
Noonan disappeared July 2, 1937, 
while crossing the Pacific on a 
world flight. 


Fred Goerner, 36, a newsman for 
radio station KCBS, told a news 
conference Friday he found a 
grave containing bones and 37 hu- 
man teeth. 


*‘We are not sure these are the 
remains of Amelia Earhart and 
Fred Noonan,’’ Goerner said. 


“But Dr. Theodore D. McCown, 
professor of anthropology at the 
University of California at Berk- 
eley has agreed to study them.”

He said he did not connect the 
grave with the disappearance of 
the fliers until years later. 


Goerner said an expedition he 
headed came upon the burial site 
Sept. 21.

“Excavating in the vicinity 
where the war-destroyed city of 
Garapan once was,’ Goerner 
said, “‘we found a shallow, un- 
marked grave containing the re- 
mains of a man and woman.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The State 
Department emphatically rejected 


charges of misconduct by Ameri- 
can sailors in Guinea. 


The leftist government of Sekou 
Toure was reported to have asked 
two American Navy vessels on a 
goodwill mission to leave Conakry 
after two days, complaining that 
the visiting American sailors ‘“‘dis- 
gusted”’ the people of the Guinea.

“We deny categorically that- 
there was misconduct of Ameri- 
can sailors on Conakry in connec- 
tion with this visit,’’ State Depart- 
ment spokesman Lincoln White 
told a news conference Friday. 


GOODWILL TOUR

on a goodwill tour of Africa's At- 
lantic coast for about a year. 


Conakry had been a port of call 
last February, and the sailors 
were well-received there at that 
time, White said.

The two ships, with approxi- 
mately 400 sailors on board, ar- 
rived in Conakry again Nov. 17,- 
on a goodwill visit approved by 
the Guinea government.

lan Reed, commander of the unit, 
‘after the government of Guinea 
canceled the balance of the sched- 
uled program, including liberty 
for officers and men,’’.

White said: ‘“‘Both the U.S. Em- 
bassy and Adm. Reed's staff care- 
fully investigated three alleged in- 
cidents and found no evidence of 
them having taken place.”

The fact that 
many normally reasonable Americans still 
would join such a society after that state- 
ment is an indicator of the need for some 
plain talk, and the Eisenhower three- 
letter word—‘“rot”—covers it. 

As President Kennedy said, the “cru- 
sades of suspicion” which some Americans 
are mounting against their brothers in the 
name of super-patriotism can only serve 
to divert the nation from its fight against 
communism and weaken it in the face of 
a real external menace.

Decision Needed Now 
On Higher Education 


The Southern Regional Education 
Board’s report showing that Southern 
states are dropping behind the national 
effort in higher education is a statement 
of fact and a warning. Since so much of 
the region's development depends upon 
development of brain power, neglect in 
this field is bound to be reflected in 
slower economic growth. 

Here in Georgia there is a counter- 
part to this warning. Chancellor Har- 
mon Caldwell of the University System 
estimates that by 1970 there will be 50 
per cent more students in units of the 
system than today. Regents chairman 
Robert Arnold says an increase in appro- 
priations is a necessity. Dr. Edwin Harri- 
son, president of Georgia Tech, says that 
$18 million worth of new buildings is 
needed at that institution.

This law, in effect, makes grand juries 
trial juries as far as officials are con- 
cerned. 

Why state officials should have such 
a right never has been satisfactorily ex- 
plained. State officials are permitted to 
face their accusers. You as an ordinary 
citizen do not. 

It seems to us that it's time the citi-

If we raise, instead of lowering, tariff against the economically 
allied Europeans, who currently buy one-third of our exports, they 
are sure to raise ruinous tariff walls against us. And what would 
this do to the Georgia tobacco farmer? Some 65 per cent of Ameri- 
can tobacco exports are sold to the Common Market countries and 
Britain, which presumably is about to join them. And in the last 
three years the tariff authorized by the Common Market countries on 
American tobacco has jumped from 19 per cent ad valorem to 30 
per cent. 

Clearly it is time for the United States to make some freer trade 
arrangements with Europe to keep the gates open for competitive en- 


terprise, and that is what the President is going to ask of Congress.

There is to be no “‘recognition’’ 
of the Communist East German 
regime. The ‘‘contacts” between 
East and West Germany are not 
to be at a government but mere- 
ly at a private level. There is to 
be no withdrawal or “thinning 
out” or “disengagement” of West- 
ern forces in Germany. 

The political and economic ties 
between West Berlin and West 
Germany are not to be cut but 
strengthened. And the rights of 
the West to be in Berlin, to have 
free access to and from Berlin, 
and to operate freely in a politi- 
cally free and economically sound 
West Berlin are not even to be 
subject to negotiation with the So- 
viet Union, 

In other words, Moscow’s ma- 
jor demands have been rejected 
in toto. Chancellor Adenauer 
made some concessions. He 
agreed to build up the West Ger- 
man army to 12 divisions by the 
end of 1962 (it now stands at nine 
and a half divisions). He prom- 
ised to increase the West Ger-

man military conscription from 
12 to 18 months. 

He said he would bring the West 
German army up to 90 per cent 
of wartime strength in supplies 
and ammunition, gasoline, etc. 
And he added that he would seek 
civil mobilization legislation that 
would freeze citizens in their jobs 
in the event of any emergency 
called by the NATO Council. 

Beyond this, he agreed to con- 
sider a new legal statute for Ber- 
lin, but only provided that all 
the West’s rights of conquest in 
Germany and Berlin were main- 
tained. In short, he agreed with 
President Kennedy that it was 
wise to show a willingness to ne- 
gotiate with the Russians on Ber- 
lin, but nobody produced any new 
basis for negotiation. 

This is not likely to please the 
Russians, or even the British, but 
it has clearly pleased the West 
Germans. For months they have 
been hearing murmurings in 
Washington about the need to “‘re- 
appraise” West German policy, 
about the dangers of the ‘‘mas- 
sive confrontation’’ of Soviet and 
U.S. troops in Germany, and even 
of the permanent ‘‘denucleariza- 
tion’’ of West Germany.

The crime committee also re- 
peated demands that the state law 
be changed to require that de- 
fendants who give’ testimony 
would have to do so under oath, 
and that juries do not set the sen- 
tence on those they convict. 


HIT UNSWORN STATEMENT 


The committee noted that on 
both subjects “almost every re- 
sponsible voice in the state has 
been raised in opposition” to the 
unsworn statement and jury sen- 
tencing yet both are still on the 
law books. 


The citizens crime committee, 
headed by Morris B. Abram, was 
organized in 1958 by the alder- 
manic board to look into Atlanta’s 
crime problem after an FBI re- 
port showed that crime was much 
higher here than in cities of com- 
parable size. 

Members of the committee are 
vice chairman Fred Turner, sec- 
retary Mrs. Dorothy H. Floyd, 
Rembert B. Bennett, Frank C. 
Bowen Sr., James P. Brown, War- 
ren R. Cochrane, R. E. Cureton,

The committee’s work was fi- 
nanced by the Atlanta Association 
of Independent Insurance Agents. 


Before disbanding, the commit- 
tee adopted a resolution calling 
for the hew city administration 
to appoint a new crime committee 
—with new members for different 
ideas. 


“The work that's been done has 
been constructive,’’ said Coch- 
rane. “‘But conditions change so 
rapidly there’s a need for a con- 
tinuing study of crime in Atlanta.”

Davis, who campaigned as 
a moderate and has voted as one 
in his first year in Congress, 
said that he found the President’s 
popularity very high—‘‘in § the 
ranks of the Democrats. I sense 
that criticism of the President is 
very fashionable among Repub- 
licans,”’ 


Among Democrats, Davis said, 
some concern was expressed by 
members of management in busi- 
ness and industry. ‘“‘Many asked 
me if the President is ‘safe’. from 
their point of view.” He said 
that some were worried about 
whether the President would do 
anything that would “cripple the 
interests of business.”

Close to Earth-- 
That’s Real Living

Ahy guy or gal who lives in a city house, and has always had 
the conveniences of store-bought heat, electric lights and inside 
plumbing, could probably never delight in the pleasure of a moun- 
tain cabin. I even know a few folks who are ac- 
quainted with the simple joys of cabin life, and 
claim they want no part of it, ever again. I can't 
understand why, for otherwise they are reason- 
ably intelligent people. ee 

If you think I'm kiddin’, then you haven't 4 
learned to measure the difference between ex- @] 
istence and living. And you never will until you fe 
live close to the earth and become acquainted ~ 
with some of the fundamental things. Like 
warmth. 

There is simply no way to understand the 
pleasure of being warm, when you only have to 
turn up the thermostat and flood the house with chartes Eniott 
heat. But you can appreciate a fire when you have to gather the 
wood with which to build it, with half-frozen fingers. You watch 
the tiny flame flicker and almost die, then grasp eagerly at the 
Sliver of fat wood you've kicked out of the top of a lightwood stump 
The growing flame feeds on wood you have cut or picked up from 
the forest floor, and arranged just right to create a draft and 
keep your fire going. The area of warmth expands to include 
your face, then you feel it through your clothes, and no fire ever 
fed by oil, gas or electric current, could possibly be so satisfying. 


When I’m at home, I don’t know it’s raining until I look out of 
a window or a door. This morning about daylight I was awakened 
by the patter of raindrops on the cabin roof. They rang with a 
pleasant, drumming sound, which was in tune with the melody 
they made through the trees and against the ground carpet of 
leaves. It was a soothing, restful sound that I never would have 
heard in a house with several thicknesses of insulation between 
the roof and my ears. 


—Peace in a Mountain Cabin 


I got up, put on the coffee pot and stood on the porch to watch 
a wet and misty dawn flood through the mountain forest. A flock 
of tiny birds sped by. The fire that keeps them warm comes from 
the food they eat, and during those hours when it is light enough 
to feed—rain or shine—they must keep constantly on the move, to 
find the insects, seeds, fruits and other energy-building substances 
which provide heat and strength, and which is used up by their 
high-metabolism bodies just about as fast as they can swallow it. 


You are close to the earth when you live in a mountain cabin. 
The rain, the fire on the hearth, the wind in the forest—these are 
only a part. If it’s an old cabin, it has the smell of a place that's 
been lived in—a combination that smacks of wood smoke, and 
bacon grease, and the aroma of coffee that has soaked into the 
wood. There's even a touch of the woods kitty that makes its pe- 
riodic visit to his shelter under the front porch. About the place 
there is a sort of timeless, ageless essence of having been lived

Floral Fakery 
Finds lts Fame

The latest on the fake front is wooden flowers. 


Once upon a time people shunned the use of 
artificial flowers. The so-called smart set just didn’t 
use them, except to trim hats. 


But like everything else, even 
flowers have changed. Artifi- 
cial blossoms on the market 
look so real they fool the flo 
rists—sometimes. To further 
add. to the confusion one At- 
lantan sprays her artificial ar- 
rangements with matching per- 
fume. Another, attending a par- 
ty at the home of a well-known 
florist who was using the 
REAL flowers, caused quite a 
stir when she remarked, “My, 
those flowers are so pretty they 
look artificial!’ 

SHE STUNS 'EM 

But here comes Mrs. Marie 
Moorhead who stuns. people 
when they remark about her 
flowers. 


“Oh, they are the wooden va- 
riety. I made them myself,” 
she says casually. 


“‘Wood? You mean they grew 
in the woods?”’ is a usual ques- 
tion. 

“Well, yes and no,” Says 
Mrs. Moorhead, who teaches 
70 little tots in a kindergarten 
when she isn’t cutting up 
wooden flowers. 


The flowers are made from 
a wood fiber from the’ Arelia- 
Papyrifera bush which grows 
in Formosa. Natives cut the 
bush in stems three to six 
inches long. The fiber is peeled 
off like a banana skin. Then 
it is cut into squares and by 
that time is very brittle and 
white. 


Wrapped in wet reed it is 
sent to this country softened 


. and dyed. From then on the 


fiber begins to lead many 
lives. It all depends on who 
gets their hands on it to make 
some flowers. 


SPRAY FABRIC 


“You have to spray the fiber 
with one part glycerin and two 
parts water to keep it soft,” 
Mrs. Moorhead said. ‘My fa- 
vorites are chrysanthemums. 
For them you cut the material 
in small slips, fold it over a 
pencil. Then fold it on foil, 
put it in the oven and bake it 
a half an hour at 250° degrees. 


“After that you unroll it, but 
better wait until it cools, be 
cause the foil is:very hot. Next, 
slide it around wire for body 


and for the stem. Then you 
have a chrysanthemum.” 


Mrs. Moorhead added that 
when you make roses: you don’t 
have to bake them. Just cut 
the petals and glue them to 
gether. Poppy petals are 
fringed; so are some types of 
tulips. 


It is all very simple, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Moorhead. You 
just buy the fiber and get to 
work. 


There seems to be just one 
confusing thing: Why are 
chrysanthemums baked and not 
roses?

Gauge Presser Foot Aids 
In Sewing Straight Lines 


By PATRICIA SCOTT 


For those of you who cannot 
draw a straight line without a 
ruler (why should you be able 
to if you are Sai 
not a profes- # 
sional artist?) 
or for those of 
you who have 
trouble stitch- 
ing lines that 
are straight, 
try using one of 
your machine 
attachments — 
the gauge # 
presser foot. 5 
After using it 
for a while you will be able to 
sew a straight line without it.

Q. I want to make a short- 
sleeved, loose top-over with 
several rows of _ stitching 
along the sleeve and the top- 
over hem edge. But I can’t 
for the life of me make five 
or six rows of stitching that 
are even, Since this is purely 
decorative I want it to be 
perfect and wonder if you 
have any suggestions or me- 
chanical gimmicks I can use. 
Thank you.—Miss S. S. C. 


A. The gauge presser foot is 
specifically for this purpose. 
You can get a set of gauges, 
lined at % inch and numbered 
at ™%-inch intervals for multiple 
rows of stitching. One is used 
to the left of the needle and 
three are used to the right of 
the needle. You also get a 
special foot to use in place of 
your regular presser foot and a 
small removable toe. They can 
be adjusted for various fabric 
weights and thicknesses. Your 
set of attachments comes with a 
complete set of instructions on 
how to work with each one, and 
believe me, this is very, very 
simple. 


Q. Please give me informa- 
tion on how to press peau de 
soie. I avoid pin and basting 
marks, but in turning facings 
and pressing them I find it 
difficult to do a professional- 
looking job.—Miss J. B. 


A. You haven't told me exact- 
ly what is wrong with your 
pressing, but I assume it’s the 
same problem so many other 
women have, namely, a ridge 


and shine at hem and facings, 
on the right side. To avoid a 
ridge when pressing fabric of 
this type, you must use a pad- 
ding beneath it. If you don't 
have a tailor’s cushion, then fold 
a turkish towel into several 
thicknesses, place garment on 
top with right side facing towel- 
ling and press lightly with a 
steam iron. 


Q. I made a corduroy skirt 
and it turned out half light 
and half dark. How do you 
cut corduroy so that the 
shades are even?—Mrs. J. H. 


A. You obviously cut the 
pieces in two different direc- 
tions. All pieces must be cut 
going the same way. That is, 
lay out the front and back pat- 
tern pieces with the pile of the 
fabric going in the same direc- 
tion. When you fold your fab- 
ric to cut, fold it lengthwise 
(selvage to selvage) never 
crosswise because one part will 
he going down and the other up. 
This applies to all fabrics with 
a nap. As a matter of fact, if 
you follow your pattern cutting 
guide for fabrics with a nap, 
you will see that they show 
you exactly how to lay out the 
entire pattern. 


Because of the countless ques- 
tions received regarding alter- 
ing of dress patterns, Patricia

10. This step is done in one 
operation. Take the remaining 
strip of bias fold tape and stitch 
edges of 25 inches together for 
tie string. Then, starting where 
the 25 inches ends, bind around 
the curve of the apron starting 
at the underarm. When you 
reach the end of the curve at 
the bib, stitch together the 
edges of 16 inches of tape for 
the strip that goes over the 
head. Where the 16 inches ends, 
continue, by binding the other 
curve and complete with an- 
other 25 inch long tie string.

But the treaty provided for es- 
tablishment last year of a 30 per 
cent tariff which was adjusted 
so that tobaccos costing less than 
44 cents a pound would have a 
minimum tariff of 13.2 cents a 
pound, and those costing 64 cents 
a pound or more would have a 
19.1 cent rate.

This 
included 24.6 per cent of thé flue- 
cured tobacco coming from the 
Carolinas and Georgia. 

One agriculture expert noted 
that 39 per cent of our tobacco 
exports now go to the United 
Kingdom. This means, if the 
United Kingdom joins the Com- 
mon Market, that around 65 per 
cent of our tobacco exports would 
go to the Common Market coun- 
tries.

Axel Wenner-Gren Is Dead; 
One of World’s Wealthiest 


STOCKHOLM (#—Axel Leonard Wenner-Gren, one of the world’s 
richest men—known as ““The Swedish Sphinx’’ of international finance 
—died at Stockholm’s Red Cross Hospital Friday of cancer. He 
was 80. 

Informants said his American- 
born wife, the former Marguerite 
Gauntier, is under treatment at 
the same hospital for an illness of 
undisclosed nature. 

Wenner-Gren had been under 
treatment since an operation last 
month disclosed that a stomach 
tumor had spread to the liver.

BONN—Heinrich von Brentano told the parliamentary group of 
the Christian Democratic Union Friday that its unity was essential 
to safeguard West Germany's foreign policy. 


Von Brentano has charged that 
the Free Democrats’ insistence 
that he be replaced as foreign 
minister cloaked their desire for 
a more netitral policy between 
East and West. He made clear 
that he would oppose the slightest 
tendency to weaken East Ger- 
many’s links with the Atlantic al- 
liance. 


His successor as foreign minis- 
ter, Gerhard Schroeder, also ad- 
dressed the meeting. He reported 
on the talks between President 
Kennedy and Adenauer in Wash- 
ington earlier this week. 


The first editorial comments on 
the Kennedy-Adenauer talks were 
'reserved, with few papers trying 
to judge whch side had come 
(out ahead. The most positive 
evaluations came from pro-gov- 
ernment papers which found, in 
the words of the Munich Merkur, 
that ‘Adenauer has obtained more 
than was expected.” 


SUCCESS OR DEFEAT? 


Several papers wondered wheth- 
er restricting future East - West 
negotiations to Berlin should be 
regarded as a success or a defeat 
\for West Germany. Most papers 
‘noted that narrowing the agenda 
-had the advantage of ruling out 
concessions by West Germany in 
the fields officials here teared

The points of continued differ-
